Florida's Great Land 


Boom and Bust Told 


in 40-Acre Story 


One of thc most fascinating chap- 


ters in Southern history was pro- 
duced early in this generation — 
flic great Florida land boom-and- 
bust of thc IMO's. I am writing this 
from uic Florida west coast, close 
to thr city which experienced one 
of the dizziest spirals in that boom, 
St. Petersburg. 


A pioneer developer of the Tam- 


pa bay area, Walter P. Fuller, who 
scttlc'l in St. Petersburg with his 
father back about 1915, is currently ! 
telling the story of the Florida land; 
boom in the St. Petersburg Times.' 
fjtiil he wraps it up in the simple 
story of a certain 
40-tracl in the | 


metropolitan area.

In 1920 Fuller reports he bought 


this tract for $15.27. and spent that 
much more on an abstract. 


Four years later, in 1024, lie sold 


the 40 acres 
to a retired 
lawyer!

didn't just happen. It was Ihe logi- 
cal, final explosion, significant of 
a number of things . . . " Mr. Ful- 
ler lists these things at: (1) Henry- 
Ford's $5-a-day minimum wage, (2) 
'"&.$ production nf 2'/i million Model 
T cars per year, and (3) the short, 
depression which followed the end 
of World War I. 


Fuller says that when the big 


factories closed down hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
Northerners 
found 


themselves with pocket money and 
rolling stock — and simultaneously 
they all took off for Florida, a good- 
sized chunk of the crowd landing 
in St. Petersburg. 
.vjThc expert's final commentary is 
mis: 


"A queer thing about booms is 
that after they run for a while, 
in spite of the hoots and skeptic- 
ism 
of the 
cautious and pessi- 


mistic, gradually the more con- 
servative become convinced that 
here is 'a sure thing' — and it's 
then the real fun starts."

In love, Paul declared, was the 


fulfilling of the law. "For all the 
law is fulfilled in one word, even £i 
in this: "Thou shall love they neigh- - 
bor as thyself" iGalntains 5:14>. 


In the very chapter in which Paul 


'made this declaration, he proceeded 
to analyze and set forth in dotail 
the meaning of such love. 


Over against the fruits of evil liv- 


ing, all too mainlfcst in the excess- 
es and licentiousness of a pagan 
world by which the Christians were 
surrounded, Paul set forth Ihc fruit, 
or fruits, of the Suirit; that is, of 
the Spirit of Christ. These ftuils hc,^ 
detailed with great precision 


"The 
fruit of the 
Spirit," Paul 


wrote, 
"Is love joy, 
pc.isc, long- 


faith, 
mctkncss, 
.temperance." 


Against these things, lie says, there 
is no law. 


It is Interesting to consider1 that 


Why did Paul sprwify love as 
one of the fruits. And why did he 
particularly 
mention "goodness," 


when it might be though', what we 
call "a loving lisposition" is grace 
and beauty of character, even if it V 
be less than a divine and strongly 
motivating passion!
